Bethany  concluded  its  first  unbeaten  season  and  its  sec- 
ond consecutive  Presidents  Athletic  Conference  cham- 
pionship in  football  by  defeating  John  Carroll.  7-6.  in 
Cleveland. 

The  Bisons  recorded  six  wins— including  a  victory  over 
its  one  non-conference  opponent.  West  Virginia  Wesleyan, 
8-7.  and  a  tie  in  the  homecoming  game  with  Thiel, 
14-14. 

Coach  Goin  received  an  award  from  the  Morgantown
